His crane 
sifted through

Mark Baldwin will fly a new flag at his 
family’ s company today, Thursday, in remem- 
brance of the events of Sept. 11, 2001. It 
won't be the first time his company has mean- 
ingfully hoisted the flag on this day. 

Two years ago, when hijacked planes 
brought down the World Trade Center build- 
ings, a crew from Baldwin Crane & Equip- 
ment Corp. watched helplessly from across 
the river, at a job site. In support of the rescue 
efforts, and because their crane was one of the 
largest in the area, the workers fastened a flag 
to their crane for much of New York to see. 

Soon, a 465,000 pound Baldwin company 
crane was being assembled at Ground Zero to 
assist rescue workers with moving thousands 
of tons of debris. It remained, helping the 
recovery effort, for the next six months.

much of what he will remember today about 
the WTC site is the unity he saw there, he 
said. He plans to recognize the pass- 
ing of the day in his own way, in part 
by raising the new flag. 

“You don’t want to rehash a lot of 
the pain, but you want the lessons 
and a lot of the positive things that 
came to be there,” he said. “I think a 
vital part of this tragedy is not forget- 

ting.” 

Baldwin will always remember 
his first drive to Ground Zero. 

Sides of some buildings he passed 
were missing, windows were blown 
out. Looking into one of these build- 
ings, he saw a desk that looked 
untouched, with pencils sitting on top 
of it, ready for use. He could picture 
someone sitting in that office on 
Sept. 11. 

“One minute they were working 


on financial analysis and the next 

<m minute they’re evacuating and 
responding to a worldwide crisis,” he 
said. 


Five buildings collapsed that day. 
Baldwin’s crane needed to move 
these thousands of tons of debris that 
were piled five stories high. 

“Any one of those buildings 
would have been the biggest tragedy 
and most challenging search and res- 
cue that I’ve ever seen or heard 
about. Multiply that by five and it 
was widespread devastation,” said 
Baldwin, who has dealt with the 
Malden Mills fire and other disasters. 

“T think I’m definitely changed by 
it. I’m glad I had the opportunity to 
see it first-hand, because it had a pro- battteahsie 


Baldwin remembers looking up to see this flag at 
Ground Zero, which was torn from glass 
protuding from broken windows. “As ripped 
apart as that flag was, you’ve never been more

Jill Burns, James’ mother, 
said Monday was the second 
time the two of them have 
enjoyed the park. Even though 
they are from North Andover, 
she said it is worth the trip. 
Since the park is geared 
toward younger kids, there is 
less commotion, making it safer 
for them to explore structures 
just their size. 

“It’s nice to have something 
that’s just for little ones,” said 
Burns. 

She complimented the design 
of the structure, saying the use 
of clear plastic helps parents 
always have an eye on their 
kids. 

“Plastic is good, no more 
splinters,” said Carolyn Jodoin, 
an Andover mom, while watch- 
ing her two sons, ages 2 and 4, 
run around the fenced-in play 
area. “And we like it because we 
can see the train go by.” 

Across the street and up on a 
hill, the commuter rail passes by 
every occasionally, blowing its 
whistle and causing little eyes to 
peer up and watch the locomo- 
tive.

“There 
was a tremendous amount of 
support to rebuild it.”

said the town’s recycling could 
increase by 10 percent, posing 
an additional expense for the 
town. 

“My feeling is, yes, there 
would be some additional (recy- 
cling) cost,” said Dann. “If we 
go up 10 percent, I don’t think 
it’s going to be a dramatic 
increase.” 

Dann stuck by her estimate 
that the town woul acquire $1 
million in revenue. 

Task force members dis- 
agreed over the idea. 

“It would be irresponsible for 
the selectmen not to go ahead 
with this,” said Tina Girdwood, 
School Committee and task 
force member. 

But some task force members 
are still skeptical as to whether it 
is worth adopting a system 
where the town benefits at the 
taxpayers’ expense. 

“You're not saving the tax- 
payer any money,” said Brian 
Pattullo, police chief and task 
force member 

“You're probably right,” 
Dann responded 

“Obviously we’re doing this 
to make money. We're looking 
for the $1.50 a bag plus $300 in 
taxes.” said Pattullo. “As a resi- 
dent, my taxes aren't going to go 
down if we adopt this.” 

“It’s an additional cost. No 
matter how you look at it, it’s a 
new cost,” said Joanne Marden, 
Finance Committee chair- 
woman and task force member. 

There are two options in 
moving forward. The selectmen 
could vote on adopting the pro- 
gram, or it could go to a Town 
Meeting vote. Both options are 
being considered, but it was dis- 
cussed that even if the selectmen 
voted and approved the new 
trash program, residents could 
take the matter to Town Meeting 
themselves. 

Selectman and task force 
member Ray Hender’s suggest- 
ed forming a committee to take 
a closer look and present a rec- 
ommendation, but the group 
would take an objective look at 
pay -aS-y ou-throw Was ques- 
tioned by one task force mem- 
ber.

$243,651, leaving $699,192 
in the fund. Torrisi said it is 
an amount the assessor and 
board of assessors feel com- 
fortable with. According to 
Torrisi, the abatements and 
exemptions have been histor- 
ically budgeted close to the 
$942,843, but recent years 
have shown the entire 
amount is not needed. 

When the Strategic Plan- 
ning Task Force discussed 
the need for a Special Town 
Meeting early Friday morn- 
ing. Torrisi announced he 
was 90 percent convinced it 
could be avoided. He said he 
was waiting on the estimated 
figures from fee increases to 
finalize his call. 

“T had preliminary num- 
bers.” said Torrisi. 

He said the new numbers, 
showing $547,000 more than 
expected flowing into the 
budget, came Monday morn- 
ing. According to Torrisi, the 
budget problem got worse 
before it got better. He said 
officials were waiting to get 
their hands on the numbers 
for additional property tax 
and new growth before mak- 
ing the call on a Special 
Town Meeting. But these 
numbers originally were not 
what the officials had hoped 
for. The estimated amount of 
$950,000 is $550,000 less 
than what was budgeted. He 
said the number will be final- 

ized by Dec. 1, but he only 
expects minor changes. Tor- 
risi said the new growth 
number was surprising since 
for the past five years it has 
been in the vicinity of $1.5 
million. “Right away that put 
us in the hole,” he said.

found effect on how I view the 
people who did it,” said Bald- 
win. “To inflict such pain, even 
on an enemy, would wrench 
your heart. It didn’t for them, so 
| realize there’s an extreme dif- 
ference between how we view 
rights and people’s lives and 
how other people do.” 

Removing the debris was dif- 
ficult because the steel had been 
twisted and bent in ways no one 
had ever seen. Workers weren't 
sure which pieces were hooked 
together or what direction a 
piece of steel might spring or 
swing if lifted. 

“Typically, you’re dealing 
with fixed distances and fixed 
weights on a job,” said Baldwin. 
“Here, everything was a vari- 
able. You know what your crane 
is capable of, but you don't 
know what you're picking. We 
had to do the engineering back- 
wards.” 

Baldwin knew when he saw 
the site how unlikely it would be 
to find many survivors. “It was 
discouraging as soon as I saw it 
for me, in large part because of 
the heat damage,” he said. “It 
was so compressed. It would 
have been so difficult to survive 
that. It was pretty 
evident as soon 
as you saw it. 

“You had to 
disassociate 
yourself. We had 
to do our job and 
do it quickly and 
safely,” he said. 
“You're working, 
You're focused. 
But it takes effort 
to stay focused. 

“At the end of

“He told me, ‘In all my time 
in Vietnam, I never saw any- 
thing like Ground Zero.’ That 
brought some perspective for 
me. 

But Baldwin is proud of the 
work he and others did follow- 
ing the attacks and believes Sep- 
tember 11 should be talked 
about. “I think it’s essential to 
remember the people who were 
lost. I think it’s essential to 
remember and think about the 
tragedy that happened and the 
vulnerability we all shared.

As 
the project continued, he once 
noticed that someone had writ- 
ten a message on one of these, 
for a man named Dick Morgan. 
It marked a turning point, as the 
project became one of recovery. 

“It said, ‘God bless you, 
Dick. We will miss you, and it 
characterized where we were in 


the project,” he said. “Certainly, 
they had looked for their loved 
one and kept hope, but through 
the course of the project, that 
changed. 

“Though you focus on the 
project, there are a few things 
that really make an impact, and 
you know that they will impact 
you for life,” he said. 

One of these will forever be 
the face of Dick Morgan, taped 
to a wall. Dick Morgan, a 66- 
year-old husband with a titanium 
hip and a scar on his back from 
surviving skin cancer. Dick 
Morgan, an American that Mark 
Baldwin never met — and will 
never get the chance to.

courts “to discourage frivo- 
lous and vexatious appeals,” 
in the wording of the courts. 

AvalonBay is also request- 
ing its motion be heard by the 
same judge who recently 
denied PAZ’s first appeal. 

If AvalonBay is granted 
the motion, PAZ members 
will have to decide to put up 
the money or abandon their 
latest attempt to stop the 
development. 

“To date, Avalon has 
incurred expenses of approx- 
imately $1,037,000 in con- 
nection with the develop- 
ment, including site-control 
costs, permitting and design 
costs, legal expenses and cap- 
italized overhead and interest 
cost,” wrote Bill McLaugh- 
lin, AvalonBay regional vice 
president, in his support affi- 
davit included with the emer- 
gency motion request. “A 
two-year delay in completing 
the Project will cost Avalon 
in excess of $450,000.” 

Will PAZ members be 
able to foot the bill to fight 
for their cause? 

“J don’t know,” said Eileen 
Standerwick, PAZ member, 
on Tuesday night. “I had not 
heard about this.” 

Standerwick did not com- 
ment further as to how this 
will affect the course PAZ 
takes. 

By the end of the day on 
Tuesday, Andrew Caffery, 
PAZ lawyer, said he had not 
yet seen a copy of the motion 
request and at the time had no 
comments.

“It’s AvalonBay’s respon- 
sibility to prove their case to 
the court,” he said. “It’s a 
whole new hearing. I feel that 
we have a strong argument to 
make.” 

Caffery also said he was 
aware seeking further litiga- 
tion would cause further 
delays for the development of 
AvalonBay.

Rather than being ware 
housed in asylums, many of oul 
most vulnerable citizens become 
the invisible homeless, without 
treatment or care. If they become 
too visible they are hidden in an 
ever expanding and expensive 
prison system.

In the past three years $1 bil 
lion has been cut from the state

Paul Cronin was seen as the polar opposite, a 
crowd pleaser with deep roots. Even w hen he was 
younger, Paul seemed to have a way with people, 
such as the customers he served while working at 
Pete’s, the small store now called the Andover 
Spa. “You learned how to talk to people there,” 
says Leo Cronin. “You learned how to be trusted 
by someone because you were handling their 
money.” That knack proved handy in politics. 

Cronin had also grown up in Andover, and had 
been representing local residents since his early 
20s, starting as.an Andover selectman. Actually, 
his political career had begun a lot earlier. Leo 
Cronin remembers Paul mounting a selectman’s 
poster on the back of his bike as a boy, as an adult 
would put a bumper sticker on their car. While 
other St. A’s kids were studying the sports page, 
Paul Cronin was looking at the front page. 

“When all of us as kids wanted to be Ted 
Williams, (Paul) wanted to be governor,” said 
Dyer. “I would say we were probably 10, 11, 12; 
he was talking politics then.” 

All of the preparation came in handy when he 
faced Kerry, who had a lot more money. 

Combined, the two candidates came into the 
general election having defeated more than a 
dozen other candidates — from a priest to an oil-

“J think Kerry seriously underestimated Paul. 
He underestimated his knowledge of this district 
and he underestimated the real hard door-to-door 
work that Paul did.” says Dyer. “And here he is 
running for president.

But Dyer believed he 
would see him return for another run. “I thought 
that we would see him again. Here’s what both 
Paul and I thought: that this guy would go to 
school on this loss.

And Dyer believes Kerry did learn Kerry 
entered law school and earned a reputation in the 
district attorney’s office.

“There is some due diligence in politics. The 
guys who try to make the quantum leaps either 
get shot down or, when they get there, people 
realize they are over their head,” says Dyer. By 
the time Kerry faced a Senate challenge from 
popular Gov. William Weld, Dyer believes Kerry 
was the one who had paid his dues and was pre- 
pared enough to stun Weld. 

“Kerry did do his homework. He did step 
back. He did his due diligence,” said Dyer. “I 
think Kerry’s ready. I really do. | think he’s going 
to be a formidable opponent. I think Theresa 
(Heinz, his wife) is ready.” 

Leo Cronin doesn’t seem as sure. “He's a pro- 
grammed guy in my opinion. He’s a very smart 
man. But I think if he gets in a debate and some- 
one gets him off his script, he might falter. | know 
his Achilles heel, I think,” chuckles Cronin. 

But Dyer, who also remembers Cronin being 
able to steer debates with the young Kerry, says 
he’s been impressed by Kerry’s poise and com- 
mand during nationally televised interviews. 

“He’s come a long way from a guy who got 
his (butt) kicked his first time out,” said Dyer.

Boston area. We believed that, 


based on the independent stud- :

We learned that a significant 
portion of the dust in Boston air 
was comprised of extremely 
small particles, much smaller 
than those generated during con- 
struction.

Where did these extremely 
small-sized, invisible particles 
come from? The primary source 
was not surprising: the emissions 
from coal-fired power plants.

Family members said Mr. 
Goldman is considered the 
father of plywood technology 
and a pioneer in the furniture 
industry.

City. Mr. Goldman designed his 
own machinery to mold ply- 
wood veneer into complex 
shapes creating attractive and 
comfortable furniture.

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Andona revamps popular 
babysitting program for fall 


Babysitting is a serious business.

‘this is what you can do,’ to make it more 
personable,” said Sempere, 17. 

“It really sounds like it’s written for 
them,” Anderson said. “The second-person 
‘you’ appears frequently.” 

Initially the students met once a week to 
review the booklet, but the project grew so 
large that in the second semester they turned 
it into a for-credit class that met every day 

“It was a lot more difficult than any of us 
anticipated,” Paone said. 

“The four of us thought we would go in, 
rewrite, do a little bit of editing. But then we 
were actually coming up with new policies 
to try to make the school more efficient. We 
bit off more than we could chew, but we still 
had a good time.” 

The four students — Paone, Sempere, Alia 
V. Hastings and Megan Gardner — found 
themselves debating the merits of school 
policies on detention, tardiness, parking, and 
other issues. The tardy policy, which 
requires late students to line up and sign a 
form, was a particular source of frustration. 

“After standing in line you end up being 
10 minutes later than you would have been,” | 
Sempere said. “We'd prefer a speedier 
process.” 

“We researched it and found 80 percent of 
people who were late arrived within the first 
five minutes of class,” Paone said. “A lot of

HE ANDOVER HIGH SCHOOL HAND- 

BOOK has never been a page-turner, 

unless you love reading passages with 
titles such as “Weighted Grade Point Aver- 
age Distribution Chart,” “Teacher Pass for 
Library Use during Study Halls,” 
pension/Expulsion for a Felony Complaint 
or Conviction.” 

Important, certainly, but hardly com- 
pelling, unless you're a student or teacher 
accused of breaking the rules or preparing to 
sue the school. 

Last year Principal Peter Anderson asked 
a group of students to make the booklet more 
user-friendly by changing the tone and some 
of the content. 

This week the fruits of their labor were 
distributed to a schoolful of students who 
they hope might actually give the booklet a 
glance. 

“Only when you get in trouble do you 
ever look at the handbook’ — that was a 
direct quote from Mr. Anderson,” said 
Michael Paone, 18, one of the four editors. 
“That’s what we wanted to change. We 
wanted to give it a whole new look, and 

more importantly, a whole new feeling.” 

The students were not allowed to change 
certain legal documents in the book, includ- 
ing sections on discrimination, harassment, 
use of technology, and teachers’ duty to turn 
in students accused of committing crimes. 

And much of the language remains stodg- 
ily legalistic, depending on passive sentence 
structures and impersonal wording. Phrases 
such as “The identification card may be 
requested” and “A student will be given 24 
hours notice” are typical. One chart says a 
student’s method of inquiry is judged com- 
petent when the student “accurately incorpo- 
rates a consistent:documentation standard.” 

But scattered through the new edition ol 
the 60-page handbook are phrases that sound 
like someone might have actually spoken 
them. 

“Keeping up with your school work ts a 
necessity at Andover High School,” the new 
edition begins. Further on it advises, “Don't 
hesitate to ask for help when you find your- 
self struggling in a class or even when you 
find your study habits failing.” 

“if you have a conflict with a teacher, one 

of the best ways to resolve it is to speak pri- 

vately with the teacher,” another section 
says. 

The four students tried to convert the 
handbook from a list of regulations to a text 
students could really use, said editor Seth A. 
Sempere. 

“We changed ‘students can’t do this’ to

Their proposal to have late students go 
directly to class and sign in there did not 
make it into the final version of the hand- 
book, nor did the idea of having students do 
work around the school instead of sitting 
bored in detention. 

A suggestion to give warnings and fines 
to parking violators, rather than towing their 
cars, may be considered in the future, Ander- 
son said. 

Paone, 
Sempere, who will attend Sterling College 
in Vermont next year, said they volunteered 
for the project because they wanted to help 
out the school, and because Anderson 
advised them that working together would 
be a valuable experience. 

They also wanted to leave their mark, 
they said — to have an impact on their class- 
mates and play a role at the high school 
beyond the four years they spent walking its 
halls. 

“I figured it would be something different, 
and something really cool to do,” Paone said. 
“I knew I wouldn't go in pretending I was 
God, but I'd be able to change something.”

With six of the top seven runners 
back from last year, the Andover 
High boys cross country team 
expects to be a serious contender for 
the Merrimack Valley Conference 
Division 2 dual-meet championship 
this fall. 

There was one monumental loss 
through graduation, with ace Phil 
Shaw now a scholarship runner at 
Boston University. 

Shaw placed first in seven dual- 
and tri- meets in 2002, stamping 
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himself as one of the finest cross 
country athletes in AHS history and 
one of the best harriers in Eastern 
Massachusetts. 

There is no question we’re 
going to miss Phil,” said 16th-year 
head coach Leo Lafond. “But we 
have another elite runner returning 
(Ryan Durkin), and with excellent 
depth we should be able to turn 
around some of those close losses 
we had last year.” 

The Golden Warriors, whose 
other senior graduate was Andy 
Pfeil, finished the season at 4-5. 

Included among the defeats were 
those to Billerica (26-30), Chelms- 
ford and Central Catholic where a 
change in just one or two places 
would have given Andover the win. 

Flip those three setbacks around 
and the locals would have been 7-2. 

The good news is the list of 
returnees includes seniors Ryan 
Durkin, Jeff Sawyer, Brad Sherman, 
Mark Radlinski and Matt Hill along 
with juniors James Primes, Jim 
Muller, Oleg Seletsky, Sasha Selet- 
sky and Mat Fabiani.

Everyone loves 
right?
